- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Forni is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Fonn or in an attachment to the Fonm, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which infomris the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Fomn is not 
required.

Joseph Dreher said he called to explore a direction to pursue prosecution or to make a decision about abandoning the 
case. Joseph Dreher said that he didn't think Ferrell disclosed a confidence measure reflecting the precision at which 
the user replicates speech. Martin Lerner maintained this feature is fully disclosed by the needle gauge or confidence 
meter at the bottom of the screen in Ferrell. Joseph Dreher also said that Ferrell did not conceptually disclose 
converting any input text into audible speech. He argued that the invention contemplated copying text from any 
source, such as a web page on the Internet, whereas the lessons of Ferrell were fixed. Martin Lerner said that Ferrell 
disclosed the invention as now claimed, and suggested a plurality of lessons and lesson modules. Martin Lerner stated 
that any attempt to distinguish the invention in this regard would require review of actual claim language, evaluation of 
enablement by the Specification, and construction of the claim language with respect to the prior art. 
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
